Mrs. Oornwallis "West ?,t Homo. 

ILondon Times Police Court Report.] 

The following article was read during 
tho progress of the case against Eoscn- 
berg. It constituted tho libel : — 
- It is an undoubted fact that the most 
aristocratio portion of English society 
has done more towards making our 
British higher classes a by-word for 
scandal and scoffing than ail the otForts 
of demagogues and republicans put 
together. To think that a lady of ex 
alted position should find it worth her 
while to be pbotogiajdied for sole is a 
disgrace to the upper ten tiiousand, 
and I trust that the rumor is true that 
Her Most Gracious Majesty has issued 
an express wish that this traffic in the 
likenesses of photographic beauties 
shall be discontinued. It certainly 
does not make foreign countries aud 
crities think much of our Lord Lieu 
tenant of Denbigh, that for the sake' of 
gratifying his wife's stupid vanity, and 
realizing a few pounds per annum, he 
allows that lady's photo' to be exposed 
for sale at a in-ine ranging fi'om one 
penny to two shillings and sixp(;nce. 
Mr. Cornwallis West is a dignitary 
who ought certainly to uphold his posi- 
tion as a Lord Lieutenant, aud he does 
not do so when he allow.s Mrs. "West, 
tho bone of his bone and the flesh of 
his flesh, to make the jmblic exhibi- 
tion of herself that is daily seen in our 
fashionable shoj) windowa When an 
official of high rank permits his wife to 
display her charms side by side with 
tho portraitures of half-naked ac- 
tresses, and entirely nak('(l Zulu wo- 
men, ho can have l)ut little re.spoet for 
himself, for her, or for his position. 

Mr.s. West livc.=! in tho neighbor- 
hood of Eaton Square, in the region 
known as Pimlico. At the back of the 
house is a yard, and in this yard arc 
four corners, and in each corner is a 
photographic studio; in addition to tiiis 
there is a glass house on tho roof, and 
fifteen dark rooms on the various land 
ings. It is almost impossible to con- 
ceive tho labor gone through by ^Lrs. 
West in the course of a day. About 
seven o'clock she takes her breakfast, 
and after reading Toirn Talk and 
Denbigh Daibj, sent her by W., 
she proceeds to her extensive wardrobe 
and attires herself ready for the first 
photographic artist who happens to 
calL Jane — that is the name of her 
lady's maid — has strict orders to stati; 
that she is not at home to any one ox 
cept Fradclle and iMarsliall or the 
Stereoscopic Company's young men. 
When either of these parties arrive 
"they are taken into the front parlor, 
treated to a glass of something short, 
aud conducted afterwards into one or 
another of tho photographic studios. 
Sometimes each of all live of these 
rooms contains an operator at tho same 
time, and Mrs. West rushes from one 
to tho other in various costumes with 
a rapidity thrt is something marvellous. 
Her changes af costume are so quickly 
manipulated that any quick-change 
artist is completely "out of tho hunt" 
— now in blue sntin, now in red, then 
in green, and nextly in white — sho 
seems to be a kind of human feminine 



chameleons^ Soinetimes sho is taken 
with u grin, occasionally with a leer; 
at times with a devotional as- 
pect, and at other times quite 
"t'other." Having been taken about 
fifteen times is as many new positions, 
tho photographers are dismissed for a 
time and Mrs. West rests after her 
laborious exertions, and having partak- 
en of a light luncheon of hard-boiled 
eggs, she dresses herself, and tho brou- 
gham or A^'ictoria (according to the 
weather) is brought round to tho door, 
and she drives round to the various 
shops to collect her commission on the 
Cartes dc Vhite and the cabinets that 
have been sold during the previous 
day. I do not vouch for tho truth of 
the statement, bat I am informed that 
this little commission amounts to thou- 
sands yearly, and the joke of tho whole 
thini; is that these pictures are jjurchas- 
ed principally by cad.s, who show the 
likenesses about to their friend.s, and 
oftentimes boast that they were given 
to them by Mrs. West herself, and I 
cannot say that I in any way pity tho 
lady, for she lays herself open to this 
sort of insult. 

A woman must have como indeed 
to a low estimate of her womanhood 
when her vanity permits her to do this 
sort of thing. If Alra Cornwallis 
West had done any one act to raako 
herself known as a good or great 
woman; it she -wore a heroine, or 
oven ,a nuirdore.ss, there would 
bo .some excuse in this tralUc. 
When actresses get themselves taken it 
is excusable; when harlots such as 
Cora Pearl or Mary Gray are sold 
from the windows of our fashionable 
shops, it is understood that they are as 
sbauioless as they are good-looking; 
but when a woman of position, .,urli as 
jNlr.s. West, cla.ssos herself with ( he lat- 
ter, slu; has only herself to blame if the 
casual purchaser consiilers her to be in 
"tho same street.',' After having re- 
ceived her commission she returns 
home, again to assume fresh positions, 
put on other costumes, and bo taken 
l>ac'kwards, full face, anil in profile. 

One of Mrs. W.'s greatest troubles 
is the fact that she is outphotographcd 
by Mra Langtry, and the knowledge 
that Mrs. L. has been illustrated 'oy 
George Purkess in the Police New^ has 
excited iMrs. West to the very greatest 
extent. I have heard that Ceorgo has 
been oll'ered an enormous sum by ]\lrs. 
W. to enshrine her likeness amongst 
bis roll of famous mou and women, 
but I am afraid that he has been 
bribed by tho other photographic pro- 
fessional beauty to give her the mon- 
o])oly of appearing in his charming 
paper. I daresay that all of my read- 
ers have heard the following quotation 
from the works of an unknown poot: 

" 'Wlmt is your fortune, my pretty maid?' 
'My fftce la my fortune, Sir,' Hhe nalil." 

This was evidently written in a pro- 
phetic vein, and tho author must have 
had the Wests and the Langtrys in his 
eye. I am particularly requested to 

state that Sirs. West is not in any 
way related to Billy West, the stump 
orator. His wife's namo is Emnm, not 
Cornwallis. Mrs. Cornwallis West has 
a quantity of pets, all of Avhich are ap- 
[)ropriately named after the various 
articles used in the trade in which sho 
has embarked. For instance, her collie- 
dog is named Collieodion, her cat is 
called Iodide of Potassium, whilst the 
parrot is known as Camera Poll. The 
lady is so far devoted to the photo- 
graphic art that after dinner she retires 
to her chamber and has a silver bath 
preparatory to proceeding to the opera, 
or one of the many aristocratic gather- 
ings at svhich she is the reigning belle. 
Returning homo late at night sho is 
met by one of the young men from Mr. 
Mayall's, and is taken in evening cos- 
tume by magnesium lights, after which 
she retires to rest. 



Decay cf tho Irish Poplin Trado. 



A Dublin letter says: "It appears 
that the peasantry are not tho only 
class just now in Ireland that arc star- 
ed in the face by starvation. Tho last 
remaining manufacture of Ireland is, 
wo arc told, dying out. The [)oplin 
trade, once so famous and flourishing, 
is year by year pa.ssing away, and the 
poplin weavers of Dublin are all but 
starving. The secretary of tl»c trade 
appealed to tho Duchess of !Marl- 
Ijorough, wife of Lho jiresent A'^iceroy 
of 1 rehuul, to use the prestige of her 
higli position in helping to revive this 
languishing national industry. To-day 
her Grace replies, in a letter full of 
womanly sympathy and of practical 
advice aud suggestion. She says that 
tho depression of Irish poplin trade 
seems to be duo niiiinly to the caprices 
of fashion, aud .she understand that it 
is on this ground an appeal is made to 
her for aid. Slie s.ays her services are 
v.diolly at the disposal of the poplin- 
weavers of Dublin, and that she is 
ready to take tho lead in any reason- 
able plan that may be proposed for the 
encouragement of the manufacture of 
Irish ])oplin. Meantime, she suggests 
that those concerned in the manufac- 
ture must do .something in the way of 
departing from tho old lines on which 
they are working. She reminds the 
]ioplin manufacturers that it is not in 
the i)owcr of individuals to revive a 
drooping trade; and sho suggests a 
livelier exhibition of energy and taste 
on tho part of the manufacturers them- 
selves; "for it cannot bo denied," her 
Grace observes, "that there is a want 
of novelty and variety of desien in the 
patterns, and it is an undoubted fact 
that in ordinary poplins for a court 
dress wo are now showing the same 
patterns as were furnished to her 
Majesty the Queen at the time of her 
wedding."

A Horribk Death to Eacapo tho Hor- 
rors of a Euasiaa Prison. 



A St. Petersburg correspondent of 
tlio London Dnily Telegraph writes 
under date of tho 21st of September: 

in tho extraordinary doatli-bcd notes 
of the JUissiiui Colonial AgonL who 
committed suieido in Jhitoinir, by.slow- 
Iv Ijurning his .spine, refereucii was 
made to a man who had souio short 
time ])revious to that awful tragedy, 
burned himself to death in Odessa, 
under peculiarly distressing circum- 
stance.s. As the self murderer alluded 
to was a Nihilist of some local prop- 
erty, who had been apiircheiided by 
the Russian police, and was lying in 
jail awaiting trial, his .suicide iias been 
regarded in this country as a political 
incident or no small importance, as ox- 
omplifying the stern stoicism which 
would appear to characterize tho lead- 
ers of the revolutionary movement. 
Several, indeed, have exhibited tho 
most undoubted heroism at tho very 
foot of tho gallows, meeting their death 
with perfect calmness — even, in one or 
two cases, with obviously unaffected 
cheerfulness. It appears that Serge 
Somoir, an o.t-student of the Odessa 
University, has been imiirisoncd for 
many months in the jail of that city, 
the case against him being incomplete, 
and that the coll he ■was coutiiied in 
(already in a tiltby state wheit he first 
entered it)) j hadj inever, t been cleaned 
during his tenancy. Tho accumula- 
tion of refuse and nameless aboraina- 
tion.s with which its paved floor was 
wholly covered gave out so vilo an ef- 
fluvium that ho had complained for 
somo time before his suicide of suff'oca- 
tion, rosulting<ia:giddiness and faint- 
ing litB, arid had "repeatedly implored 



the prison officials '^visiting ■"'Ki.s'c to 
hasten on liis trial, as tho tortures in- 
was enduring in tho mophitic atmos- 
phere of the dungeon wore unbeara- 
ble. The governor of tho jail, irritated 
by his daily reiterated importunities, 
causetl corporal punishment to be in- 
flicted upon Soinoff" with terrible severi- 
ty, and.ordercd that his hands should 
bo tied behind his back with a stout 
rope, in which condition he was left 
alone in his cell, stretolu.'d out upon 
tho slojiiny board.s that cc>n.-,tituted his 
only sleeping place. Thus nluindoned 
to his misorablo lot, bound, smarting 
from a severe flogging, anil utterly des 
perate, he struggled into a sitting posi- 
tion on his plank, contrived to soi/.c 
■^\'ith Ilia teeth the ]ietroleuni lamp 
standing on a bracket above his head, 
bit through the glass well containing 
the petroleum, which caught tiro from 
tho still burning flamt! of tho lamp and 
allowed the lighted liquid to stream 
down his body, .setting his prison rags 
on tiro. Then he lay down again and 
sufl'ered the agony of burning, without 
a cry or a groan. .Prcstmtly the stench 
of his .scorching flesh made its w.iy 
through tho crevices of Ids cell door to 
tho corridor, where a sentry was sta- 
tioned, who gave tho alarm, and the' 
turnkey, upon opening the door, be- 
hold the unfortunate prisoner enwrap- 
ped in a fiery cloutl of lanibeni flame, 
llickoring dimly amidst the clouds of 
thick and acrid smoko with which the 
dungeon was filled. Somoff uttered no 
sound, even when help aiqiroachod him, 
but regarded liis tormentors with a 
steady and resentful gaze 'I'ho .-jurfncn 
of liis body was already carbonized, but 
he lived for tlireo hour.s and a half 
after tho flames consuming him had 
been oxtiiiguislicil, and answered all 
the (lucstions pub to him with immova- 
ble calninoss and comiiosuro. Ho stat- 
ed that ho should have been content to 
submit to I he decision of any legal 
tribunal, and to pa/ for his })olitical 
convictions with his life, if condemned 
to death in the usual manner, but that 
he had been unable to endure the hu- 
miliating and inliuiuan tortures which 
had been inflicted upon him by his jail- 
ers.

"With hia wife's nionoy 
and popularity to begin with, he li.as 
been remarkably successful, and now 
controls three theatres in London.

For the year ISSO it is an- 
nounced that there will be 20 theatres 
in the Italian capital, in spite of tiie 
immense taic to which managers in 
that city are subjected. In Paris, with 
its population of nearly 2,000,000, 
there are onl}' 18 theatres, so that the 
proportion of play-goers must bo at 
least eight to one greater in Rome 
than in Paris. In London there will 
bs nearly 30 theatres open.
